Although we only tied for 
tin* city championship and were defeated for tin* state we have left a foun 
(tation for a team of championship calibre for next fall. 

The first combat of the season was with the alumni in which the old 
“grads' were beaten 0 to 0. 

The next week (irinnell College trampled upon our dignity to the ex 
tent of *J0 to 0. The team journeyed down to Earlham the following Satur¬ 
day and administered a drubbing to th;» academy at that place 12 to 0. 

Oct. 10. everybody hied himself to Ames to watch the boys take the 
husky Reserves to a second cleaning, 2J to IS. 

Our tirst high school game was with Oskaloosa at the Stadium, Oct. IT.
